RESOLUTIONS 

Tariffs 


No 218-T(82)/40-— Tn their Resolution in the Department oi 
Oommoroo No. 2 l8-T(55)/46, dated the Kith February 1940, tho 
Government of India referred to tho Tariff Hoard a claim to protoo- 
tion received from tho Uoabod Abrueivea industry, ihe terms of 
reference to the Tariff Hoard are contained in paragraph 8 of (Jom- 
meroi) Department Resolution No. 218-T(58)/43, dated the 3rd 
November 1945. 

2, The Board, having considered this claim, has submitted its 
report to Government. The Hoard considers that tho coated abras- 
ives industry qualifies for the grant of protection m the transition 
period, and has made the following recommendations: — 

(1) “The present revenue duties on abrasive papers (item 

30 of the Indian (Justoms Tariff Schedule), the standard 
rate being 36 poreont. ad valorem, the preferential rate 
on imports from U. It - 24 percent. (Ml valorem, and the 
preferential rate on imports from Hurma 12 percent, ad 
valorem, should be converted into protective ad valorem 
duties and bo maintained for the period ending 31st 
March 1949. This article should be listed as a separate 
item in the Customs Tariff Schedule. 

(2) The present revenue duty on emery cloth (item 87 of the 
v Indian Customs Tariff Schedule) which is 30 percent. 

ad valorem, should be replaced by a protective duty of 
40 percent, ad valorem and this should remain in force 
for tho period ending 31st March 1949. This article 
should also be listed under a separate number in the 
Customs Tariff Schedule. 

(3) All abrasives, coils, discs, belts, shapes, tapes, etc., made 

of paper, when they are imported as stores apart from 
machinery, should be subject to the saino protective 
duties as abrasive papers. 

(4) All abrasive rolls, coils, discs, belts, shapes, tapes, oto., 

mode of cloth, or combination of paper and cloth, when 
they are imported as stores apart from machinery, should 
be subjout to tho same duties as abrasive cloth. 

(5) No import lioonoo for coated abrasives should be issued 

for the second half of 1948 and thereafter they should 
be placed on the open general licence list. 

(6) The present revenue duty of 30 percent, ad valorem on synth- 

etio grains should be refunded in the case of firms pro- 
ducing coated abrasive paper and cloth of all grades, 
shapes and sizes. 

(7) The present revenue duty of 80 peroent. ad valorem on emery 

and kraft paper should be refunded in the case of firms 
producing coated abrasive paper and cloth of all grades, 
shapes and sizes. If evidence is forthcoming that the 
Indian japer manufacturers are manufacturing kraft

until the case oi the paper industry is examined. The 
question of developing the Indian -corundum industry 
should be taken up for examination at an oarly date by 
Government. 

(8) Arrangements should be made by the Textile Commissioner 

to release reasonable quantities ol backing cloth of the 
requisite specifications for the manufacturers of coated 
abrasive doth. 

(9) All facilities should be given for the exportation of ooate 

abrasives from India. 

(10) The Engineering Association of India should be move 

to take steps to prescribe suitable standard specification 
for indigenous ooatod abrtwjivey. ’ *

4. In view of the figures quoted by the Tariff Board relating 
to indigenous oostB of production of emery doth, and having regard 
to paragraph 28 of the Board s report. Government have oome to 
the conclusion that the existing revenue duty of 30% ad valorem 
on emery doth affords adequate protection to Indian manufacturers 
and have therefore deoided to convert this duty into a 30% proteo- 
new duty will remain in foroe up to the Blst March 
1949. As regards recommendation (4), whioh follows from recom- 
mendation (2), all abrasive rolls; coils, eto made of doth or a oom- 
ofGiU'y 11 ° f paper and o!otb also b e subjeot to a proteotive duty 

6. Steps have already been taken to give effeot to recommenda- 
tion (6). 

6 - Wi *'h /egard to recommendations (6) and (7) Government 
consider that since the proteotive duties proposed above would give 
sufficient protection to the industry the grant of a further measure 
of relief by way of a refund of the 30%, revenue duty on synthetic 
grains and emery and kraft paper is unjustifiable.

—In their Resolution in the Department of 
Commerce No. 218-T(55)/4S, dated-the 18th February 1948, the govern- 
ment of India referred to the Tariff Board a claim to protection fiom 
the hurricane larrtem industry. The tcims of reference to the Tenft 
Board are contained m paragraph 6 ol Commerce Depaiiment Btso- 
lution No. 218-T(5£>)/45, dated the 3rd Novemboi 1945. 

2. The Board, having considered this claim, has submitted its 
Report to Government. The Boaid considers that this industry 
qualities for the grant of protection in tho transition period and ,has 
made tho following recommendations : — 

(1) “ The existing 30 per cent, revenue duty should be converted 

into a 30 per cent, ad valorem protective duty for a peiiod 

of three or three and a^half years from^tlie let October 
1948. 

(2) Government should give relund of duty paid on machinery 

whioh may be imported in future to develop this industry. 

(3) Facilities should be given to the industry to train technical 

personnel abroad. 

(4) Facilities should be given to import hurricane lantern .manu- 

facturing machinery from any country including the United 
States of Amerioa. 


(5) Lantern manufacturers should form an Association. 

lf>) The Association of huiricane lantern manufacturers, when 
formed, should approach Government with proposals 
for assistance in procurement, of raw materials to enable 
the full productive capacity to be utilised.” 

3. The Government of India uccept recommendation (1) and have 
decided to replace the existing Jotenue duty ot 30% on hurricane 
lanterns by a protective ad valorem duty of 3(1% till the 31st March 
1949. 

4. Government are aotivoly considering recommendation (2) relat- 
ing to remission of duty on imported machinery. 

5. Ab regards recommendations (3) and (4), Government will, 
so far as possible, grant tho requisite facilities whenever they are 
approached by tho manufacturers. 

8. The Government of Indio wish to draw the attention of the 
industry to recommendations (6) and (8) of the Board oontamed in 
paragraph 2 of this Resolution and expect the industry to take neces- 
sary steps to implement these recommendations.
